The  population,  as  estimated  raid-year  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
2,030,  a decrease  of  20  on  I965  and  there  were  38  live  births,  giving  a 
live  birth  rate  of  18.89  and  26  deaths  with  a death  rate  of  I3.69.  10 

deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease,  4 to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  4 cancer  and  1 other  circulatory  disease.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  and  one  infantile  death. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactoiy .

Distribution  of  water 


The  parishes  incluaed  within  the  area  of  the  various  statutory 
undertakers  are. as  follows 


Cleasby,  Cliff e,  part  of  Croft,  Stapleton  and  Manfield  - Tees 
Valley  and  Cleveland  water  Board. 

Barton  and  part. of  Newton  Morrall  - Northallerton  and  Dales 
V/ater  Board. 

The  parishes  not  included  within  the  statutory  water  areas  are:- 
(a)  Dalton 

The  village  of  Dalton  receives  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley 
and  Cleveland  Water  Board  distributed  in  the  village  by  Croft  Rural 
District  Council.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  take  a bulk  supply 
from  the  Council's  mains  and  distribute  vcater  to  about  seven  farms  and 
five  cottages.  Part  of  the  southern  area  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by 
Richmond  Rural  District  Council  direct  and  through  a bulk  supj^ly  from 
that  Authority  to  the  Council. 


(b) 


This  parish  has  a mains  supply  from  a deep  bore  provided  by  the 
Estate  Company  which  in  196I  was  extended  to  supply  houses  in  the  hamlet, 
including  three  Council  houses.  The  Vv'ater  is  ver^^  hard  (330  parts  per 
million)  ana  water  softeners  have  been  fixed  in  many  of  the  houses  on  the 
sujyply. 


This  parish  has  only  a very  small  hamlet  and  consists  primiarly  of 
isolated  farms  and  hinds  houses.  Part  of  it  is  supplied  by  Northallerton 
Rural  District  (private  supplies)  and  the  rest  by  boreholes  and  wells. 


The  parish  ia  adjacent  to  High  Worsall  which  is  in  Northallerton 
Rural  District  Council's  statutory  area  of  sup^^ly  and  can  be  supplied 
from  that  source. 


(d)  Part  of  New^torj_Morre]IJ. 


This  parish  has  no  hamlet  and  com^^rises  isolated  farms  and  houses. 
The  part  referred  to  can  be  supplied  by  the  Tees  Va.lley  and  Cleveland 
7vater  Board,  from  their  main  in  Cleasby. 

Quantity  and  Purity  of  Water 

Five  hundred  samples  were  taken  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Rater  Board,  only  two  w'ere  found  unsatisfactory.  Tw'enty-nine  samples 
were  taken  by  Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  and  only  one  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

The  villaije  of  Staj^leton  has  a combined  sevsera<,e  and  sev^age  dis^.osal 
system  v^rhich  is  unsatisfactory.  At  Cleasby  there  is  a combined  sev/er 
Vvhich  discharges  without  j^roj-er  treatment  to  a ditch.  At  the  remaining 
jjarishes  of  Ne  ton  Morrell,  Cliffe  and  Over  Dinsdale  no  sevver  is  available 
but  there  are  only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses.  In  all  the  pariahss 
there  are  many  houses  with  their  ov.n  cessj-ools  and  some  Vvith  filters, 
about  which  no  conj^laints  have  been  received.  During  1 96I  the  question  of 
annual  cleansing  of  cesspools  without  charge  was  considered  by  the  Council 
but  was  declined  on  account  of  the  cost.  The  Council  jjeriodically  flush 
and  clean  sewers  and  tanks  at  Barton,  Cleasby  and  Stapleton  and  the 
combined  sewer  at  Cleasby. 


The  village  of  Croft  has  satisfactory  sewerage  and  a modern  sewage 
disposal  works  was  completed  in  1954.  The  village  of  Barton  is  sewered 
and  a modern  sewage  disposal  works  Wo.s  comj^leted  in  1 96l  . A tanK  and  land 
irrigation  filter  was  j^ut  in  to  take  the  discharge  of  existing  sewers  at 
Eryholme  in  196I. 

There  is  a modern  Sewage  b-orks  at  Manfield  constructed  in  1 962/63 
and  is  nowcomjjlete.  All  houses  with  drains  in  the  village  are  connected 
to  the  sev.er  ;vhich  also  takes  surface  v^rater  from  some  of  the  roads. 

Dalton  village  was  sewered  in  1963  to  Croft  ciew'age  Works  and  all 
properties  in  the  village  and  on  the  roadside  betw^een  Dalton  and.  Croft 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Proposed  Schemes 

(a)  Cleasby  and  btapleton  Sewa.-^e  Disposal 

The  Council  agreed  with  their  Consultant  to  a joint  sewerage  scheme 
for  Cleasby  and  Stapleton  complete  v;ith  pumping  stations  and  rising  main 
to  the  head  of  a sev.er  at  Blackwell  in  the  Darlington  Rural  District.  Tho 
schemq  is.  to  cogt.,£42,6oo  and  was  approved  by  the  North  RidinfC  of  Yorkshire 
County  Council.  Arrangements  v/ere  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  sites  for 
pumping  statio.no. 

Charges  for  treatment  of  f arm_  waste 

In  connection  with  farm  effluent,  the  following  charges  are  in 
force  although  there  is  only  one  farm  involved  at  Barton

Closet  Acoommodation 

During  the  year  the  Council  pressed  for  the  conversation  of  closets 
in  the  village  of  Dalton  where  severs  are  available  and  the  owneis  of  the 
houses  concerned  were  interviewed  and  informed  of  the  Council's  wishes. 

Cnly  three  earth  closets  remain  to  bo  converted,  two  of  the  houses 
concerned  have  been  subsequently  condemned  and  the  remaining  propertj'  is 
now  vacant.'

Scavenging 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  through  the  whole  of  the  Council's 
area  by  contract.  The  occupiers  of  houses  are  ins  tructed  to.  bring  their 
bins  to  the  roadside  and  a fortnightly  collection  is  made,  the  cost  being 
£380  ^er  quarter.  There  are  no  public  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council 
in  the  area. 

Litter  Baskets. 

Litter  baskets  are  situated  at  Barton  (3),  Cleasby  (1),  Croft  (2), 
Manfield  (2),  Dalton  (1),  and  Stajjleton  (2)  and  are  emptied  by  the 
Contractor  every  fortnight. 

Litter  baskets  ai  e em^  hied  in  laybys  adjacerit  to  tnmk  roads  by  the 
County  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport, 

Bus  Shelters . 

There  are  only  four  bus  shelters  in  the  area,  one  at  Cleasby,  one 
at  Manfield  and  two  at  Barton.  Proposals  are  being  made  in  connection 
with  a shelter  at  Dalton.  The  delay  at  Dalton  has  arisen  due  to  the 
difficult3-  in  the  acquisition  of  a site,  Negotiations  are  now  taking  place 
v'ith  the  va''ion.'3  interested  bo-.ios  to  reach  agreement  for  the  proposed  siting 
of  the  shelter. 

Maintenance  of  Council bewage  korks . 

The  Council  employ's  one  man  to  deal  with  the  maintenance  of  the 
Croft,  Manfield  and  Barton  Bewage  V.orks  and  carry  out  rodding  of  sewers 
and  other  minor  cleansing  duties  here  ana  elsewhere  in  the  district.  The 
emptying  of  the  Council’s  tanics  attached  to  other  sevja.^e  works  is  carried 
out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a .contractor,.  - 

Livers  and  Streams,  Idver  Pollution  Prevention. 


During  the  year  the  Northumbrian  tdver  Board,  who  are  responsible 
for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  .streams  in  the  area  have 
continued  to  work  in  close  co-Oj- era tion  with  the  department.  Copies  of 
analysis  of  effluents  from  the  Council’s  works  where  thej"  are  likely  to 
affect  the  rivers  and  streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically.  The  Pollution 
Officer  of  the  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the  position  regarding  our  uiev/ 
schemes  for  sewerage  and  sew^age  disposal  and  of  an^’  im^.rovements  carried 
out  to  our  existing  v;orks.
